Independent claim 1 ha s been amended to read: A method for receiving first signals and 
further signals using a receiver, the first and further signals differing in at least one of the transmission parameters: data rate, modulation 
type, wake-up criterion, synchronization and threshold, comprising the steps of: a) in a first step in a quiescent mode of the receiver, 
perfoming receiving and searching for a first wake -up criterion intermittently using a first preset adjustable configuration of transmission
